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Elba City Council gets earfull from 
local citizens over ‘hunting issue’

The Elba City Council 
meeting room was over- 
flowing with local citizens 
at the beginning of the 
Monday evening, Feb. 26, 
council meeting, 

The vast majority was 
there on a single issue. The 
council had announced at 
the previous meeting that 
changes in city ordinances 
to ban any hunting within 
the city limits were being 
considered. Presently it has 
been allowed, within the 
limits of state game laws. 
- The group began a pas- 
Sionate discussion with the 
Zity fathers, firing ques- 
tions and defending the tra- 
dition of legally hunting in 
fields and wooded areas 
within the city. 

One of the first questions 
asked was, “How many of 
the gun shots you are wor- 
ried about are from 


hunters?” 

The answer was none. 

Local attorney Matt 
Brunson addressed the 
council and opened his 
remarks with, “Lawful 
hunting is not the problem. 
We have been here before 
on this issue.” 

He cited the economic 
impact of hunters who buy 
guns, ammo, food, gaso- 
line, etc., locally rather than 
in other communities. 

Brunson pointed out that 
the night shootings are 
surely not hunters because 
night hunting is illegal and 
they could quickly be 
arrested under state laws. 
He added it is against the 
law not to surrender a 
weapon to a law officer 
when asked. 

Brunson suggested 
rather than pass a law 
against hunting, law 


enforcement should con- 
centrate on the violators 


shooting at each other in 
the middle of the street. 

County Commissioner 
Dean Smith added, 
“Hunters are not the prob- 
lem and stopping hunting 
within the city limits is not 
the answer.” 

Both Brunson and Smith 
own farm and/or timber- 
land within the Elba city 
limits and routinely hunt 
those lands during hunting 
season. 

Another comment the 
council heard was, “Guns 
are not the problem, it is the 
nut with the gun.” 

Several other citizens 
expressed similar senti- 
ments, and the discussion 
ended with Mayor Mickey 
Murdock thanking them for 
coming to the meeting and 
saying he understood their 
position on the matter. 

As any action on the pro-

We have read very little about a court case on requiring 
union dues from everyone in federal jobs who work in a 
union shop until recently, but there is now-a case before 
the U. S. Supreme Court on just that issue. Oral arguments 
are probably over by now: and an official decision is 
expected to be anounced by late May or in June. The 
Supreme Court deadlocked 4-4 on this issue a couple of 
years ago when there were only eight members of the 
court. Apparently it is a hot topic in some circles as 
Monday morning we had three “source articles” on the 
court battle and/or how retaining or banning the require- 
ment would impact the workplace. Those wanting the 
requirement banned cite their free speech rights to not 
fund activities for which they don’t agree. . . . good argu- 
ment. The pro union. group cites the inequities of these 
non-payers getting the better benefits secured by the 
union without paying the expense of the effort . . . . anoth- 
er good argument. A very quick scan of a couple of the 
source articles revealed one opinion was, “Whatever the 
court decision is, the issue is a long way from over.” It 
should be noted that Alabama and some 25 other states 
already ban requiring everyone working in a company 
with a union to pay dues but not the states with the largest 
number of federal workers, which is where the debate is 
centered right now. 


Reverend Billy Graham, age 99, died on February 21st. 
He was the poster boy for a truly dedicated Christian 
spokesperson. “No voice or message in the past half cen- 
tury has been more powerful and faithful in pointing 
clearly to Christ,” said one admirer during the past week.

It applied equally to all of us in the mainline Protestant 
religions and we like to believe his message resonated 
with other religions as well.

On this earth we can all hope for a “Well Done” 
in the eyes of our fellow humans and on the grander scale 
we can dream of the same when we make that final jour- 
ney. 


We chaff at news reports of “18 school active shooter inci- 
dents this year.” It is misleading because that number 
includes cases such as the man pulling off the street into 
the school parking lot and killing himself; a martial dis- 
pute; plus a young child accidentally pulling the trigger on 
a law enforcement officer’s holstered gun. Reliable, 
calmer sources put the number of in-school killing or 
injury events so far this year at closer to eight (8). One is 
far too many, but be accurate with your data quotes. While 
we share the concerns over these active shooter horrors, 
we also feel that the facts are gruesome enough without 
padding the details just to sensationalize a story or head-

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Coffee County Commissioners 
hear positive update from Soil 
& Water Conservation District

During the Coffee 
County Commission meet- 
ing Monday, Feb. 26, 
Coffee County Soil and 
Water officials addressed 
commissioners to provide a 
yearly update from that 
office. 

Both men thanked the 
commission for the support 
it provides the soil and 
water office. 

Elliot said the office had 
enjoyed a good year with 
just over $1.4 million in 
cost share monies given to 
producers to implement 
conservational practices on 
their lands, He said those 
monies, along with the sup- 
port the office gets from the 
county commission, result- 
ed in a just over $29 return 
this past year on every dol- 
lar invested. 

“That’s a pretty good 
ratio,” Elliot said. 

He also discussed educa- 
tional programs the Soil 
and Water Conservation 
District provides in the 
county, including wildlife 
forestry field days and the 
annual groundwater festival 
for students. These pro- 
grams reach fourth and fifth 
grade students each year 
throughout the county. 

Kenneth Sanders serves 
as chairman of the board for 
the county soil and water 
district, and he said the dis- 
trict certainly appreciates 
all the help it gets from the 
county commission. 

“Tf you ever reach a point 
where you don’t think you 
are getting your money’s 
worth, let us know,” 
Sanders said. 

Commissioners thanked 
the men for the update as 
well as the “good work” the 
soil and water district does 
for Coffee County. 

County administrator 
Rod Morgan had one item 
for commissioners to con- 
sider during Monday’s 
meeting. He said the group 
had been discussing at 
work sessions the ‘roll 
over’ of dump trucks to 
new models. 

Morgan said the county 


tries to sell older models 


and purchase new dump 
trucks while the value of 
the used ones remains high. 
He said it now is the time to 
do that roll over. 

Morgan said the county 
has five dump trucks to sell 
at an auction in March and 
would be purchasing six 
new dump trucks. 

Upon his recommenda- 
tion; commissioners voted 
to enter a finance agree- 
ment with Bancorp South 
Bank for $853,710 for the 
six dump trucks. He said 
this would be a 5-year term 
at 3.1 percent interest with 
annual payments in arrears. 

As it does each year, the 
commission granted use of 
the Coffee County Farm 
Center to Refuge Church 
for its annual youth confer- 
ence. 

A representative of the 
church: addressed commis- 
sioners and said this would 
be the 16th year for the 
youth conference. He said it 
brings 2,000-3,000 youth to 
the county each year. 

This year’s event is set 
for March 9th, 10th, 11th 
and 12th. 

Due to shooting events 
around the state and nation 
over the past several weeks, 


Sheriff Dave Sutton 
addressed a couple of mat- 
ters. 

“T believe in my own 
mind and training that you 
have some of the best 
trained officers in Coffee 
County, including our local 
police departments,” Sutton 
said. “As for your sheriff’s 
office, we train, we train 
and we train. I believe we 
are prepared if we were to, 
God forbid, ever have to 
deal with something [mass 
school shooting] like hap- 
pened in Florida.” 

Sutton said he fully trusts 
that his officers would go 
into the battle, not run away 
from it. 

The sheriff also noted 
that 12 police  offi- 
cers/deputy sheriffs had 
lost their lives already this 
year in the line of duty. 

“We are losing a lot of 
law enforcement people,” 
he said. 

Despite all the many 
debates, Sutton wanted the 
citizens of Coffee County 
to know that his personal 
opinion is that teachers do 
not need to be armed. 

“Let the law enforcement 
handle it,” Sutton said. “It 
is what we are trained to 
do.” 

Further on the matter he 
questioned, “Could an 
armed teacher shoot one of 
his/her own students — a lot 
[of these shootings] lately 
have been young people. 
That is a hard decision [for 
a teacher] to make.” 

New Brockton High 
School football coach 
Justin Jones also was in 
attendance for Monday’s 
meeting, and he thanked the 
commission for allowing 
the school to hold its sports 
banquet at the farm center 
recently. 

“We appreciate you for 
investing in us and allow- 
ing us to invest in our stu- 
dents,” Jones said. 

The next Coffee County 
Commission meeting will 
be Monday, March 12, at 9 
a.m. in the community 
room of the county com- 
plex in New Brockton.

PASTOR'S CORNER 


Reverend Ken Wilson

“Big” and “Little” 
My two best friends in growing up had the same name. They 
lived next door to each other across the street from my house. 
Form my earliest memories of playing in the neighborhood 
they were there. I don’t ever remember not knowing them. 
John Pegues lived on the corner lot across the street from our 
corner lot. He was two years younger than me but every bit 
as big as I was. He was affectionately known as “little John”. 
Jon Suttle lived next door to John Pegues. Although, he was 
seven months younger than me he was twice my size. 
Obviously he became known as “Big Jon”. They were both 
big Auburn fans but that was never really a problem since 
Auburn only beat Alabama once in our entire childhood. 
Because we did so much together, having to say “Big Jon” 
this and “Little John” that, began to get rather tedious so I 
shortened it to simply “Big” and “Little” and the rest of the 
neighborhood followed suit. Most every afternoon after 
school and every Saturday were spent with one or both them. 
We sold lemonade on the corner, went on adventures in “little 
John’s” tree house, won Super Bowls in “big Jon’s” front yard 
and World Series in my yard. They were both like brothers to 
me and we fought like it. We would beat each other up all the 
time but if someone from another neighborhood ever said 
anything about any of us the other two were quick to defend 
the third. 
Growing up together forms a bond that can last a lifetime. We 
walked to school together; later rode to school together and 
even took our dates to the same places occasionally. We did- 
n’t always agree on things or take the same paths in life but 
the bond remained. I always knew I could count on “Big” and 
“Little” when the chips were down. There was an unspoken 
unity that came to exist between the three of us, not really 
from what we had done together but because of what we had 
lost together. 
It started in the spring of 1973. I remember my Dad was 
called to Big John’s house in the middle of the night because 
his Dad had suffered a heart attack. It wasn’t the first one he 
had experienced but this one was his last. Mr. Suttle died the 
next morning. Little John and I went over to Big Jon’s house 
because, well, we just knew we needed to. We were 8 and 9 
year old kids without a clue as to what to say but we knew that 
our friend needed us. I don’t remember what we said or did 
but I know that Big Jon was glad that we were there for a 
while. 
Then in August of 1974 my mother lost her battle with cancer. 
The morning after she died Big and Little were at my door not 
knowing what to say but knowing they needed to be there. Big 
and I talked a lot in the months that followed about feelings 
and loss and moving on. Things that 10 and 11 year old boys 
ought not to have to talk about but we did. We understood that 
we shared some scars that would never completely heal and 
could be opened unexpectedly with just a word or two. 
Life went on and we all grew into our teenage years. Big Jon 
and I graduated and went to the University of Montevallo. He 
would later transfer to Auburn, of course, but I stayed. In our 
first semester I got a call one night that Little John’s father had 
died suddenly from a brain aneurism. Of course “Big” and I 
were back at home for the visitation and the funeral. We did- 
n’t really have to say anything and “Little” understood that we 
were there because our friend needed us. Although we were 
no longer all together we were still held together by a bond 
that could not be broken. 
We are all three many miles apart with different careers and 
families and rarely see each other at all. However, I believe 
there is still an unspoken bond that holds the three of us 
together and I am confident that they would say the same. 
One who has unreliable friends soon comes to ruin, but there 
is a friend who sticks closer than a brother. (Proverbs 18:24) 


Epilogue 

Little John was diagnosed with a form of brain cancer in late 
2015. He fought it like a warrior but passed away in February 
2017. I sat‘with Big Jon at the memorial service on “Saturday 
February 18¢Joni\and his’ bigbrother Bill spoke briefly as part 
of the service. As I sat there next to “Big” with tears in my 
eyes and thought about all of the memories of “little” I real- 
ized that I have been truly blessed. To have grown up when 
and where I did and to have this bond of brotherhood that 
can’t be broken. I’m thankful that even death can’t break this 
bond because I know that because of our Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ I will see Little John again. 


To Big Jon: I love you brother, let’s keep up more often. 
To Little John: I’ll see you when I get home.

State attorney general’s office to 
train school faculty and parents 


in student online 


Alabama Attorney 
General Steve Marshall and 
Alabama Interim 
Superintendent of 
Education Dr. Ed 
Richardson announced last 
week a partnership between 
the Attorney General’s 
Office and the State 
Superintendent’s Office to 
provide cyber training to 
assist parents and school 
faculty in safe online prac- 
tices for students. 

The training will also 
instruct school faculty and 
parents in reporting to law 
enforcement any suspicious 
activity aimed at students 
and schools. 
“T would like to thank Dr, 
Ed Richardson and the 
State Department of 
Education for their partner- 
ship in empowering parents 
and teachers with the abili- 
ty to shield our children 
from online threats,” said 
Attorney General Marshall. 

“We have been working 
together for several months 
to develop cyber training 
that helps parents and 
teachers determine if chil- 
dren are being targeted and 
how to report it to law 
enforcement. Our training 
is focused on protecting our 
children and our schools.” 
He continued, “Last week, 
my office announced the 
creation of a new Cyber 
Crime Lab to assist state 
and local law enforcement 
in targeting and prosecuting 
cyber criminals who prey 
upon our citizens. Today, 
my office is announcing a~ 
new partnership with the 
Alabama Department of 


safety practices 


Education to focus on ways 
to guard our young people 
from cyber predators. 
Marshall said nothing is 
more precious than children 
and a well-informed parent 
is the best defense for a 
child from online threats. 

“My office will provide 
training to parents about 
online risks confronting 
children every day as well 
as ways to become 
involved in their social 
media activities while giv- 
ing them the space to be 
independent,” he said. “Our 
experts will cover the most 
common smart phone 
applications (apps) accessi- 
ble to young people which 
predators often use to con- 
tact young victims, as well 
as apps that allow young 
smart phone users to hide 
files and photos from par- 
ents.
